Philadelphia Meeting Today

League of Great Powers is 
Suggested to Pass Upon 
All Disputes. 


Doubts that Force as the

HILADELPHIA, June 16.—For- 
mer President Taft, in an ad- 

* dress here tonight, outlined the 
plan for the proposed league ‘of peace 
which will be discussed in Independ- 
ence Hall tomorrow. Mr. Taft was 
firmly of the opinion that a league of 
Peace could be formed which would 
enable nations to avoid war by fur- 
nishing a practical means for settling 


them until the blinding heat of pas- 
sion had cooled.” 

“In calling this meeting,” Mr. Taft 
said, “my associates and I have not 
been unaware that we might be lik- 
ened to the tailors of Tooley street, 
who mistook themselves for the peo- 
ple of England. We wish to say that 
we do not represent anybody but our- 
selves. 

“We are not here to suggest a 
means of bringing this war to an 
end——much as that is to be desired, 
and much as we would be willing to 
sacrifice to secure at is not 
within the project ‘of the present 
meeting. 

“We hope and pray for peace, : 
hope of its coming in 
future.ie sufficient to make us think. 
that the present is a good time to dis- 
cuss and formulate a series of pro- 
posals to which the assent of a num- 
ber of the great powers could be se- 
cured. We think a league of peace 
could be formed which would enable 
nations to avoid war by furnishing 
a practical means of settling interna- 
tional quarrels, or suspending them 
until the blinding heat of passion had 
cooled. 

“In no war has the direct interest 
that neutrals have in preventing a 
war between neighbors been so clear- 
ly made known. This interest of neu- 
trals has been so forced upon them 
that it would require only a slight de- 
velopment and growth in the law of 


international relations to develop that 
interest to a right to be conBulted be- 


be begun. This step we hope to have 
league of the great powers, whose 
primary and fundamental principle 
shall be that no war can take place 


}between any two members of the 


league until they have resorted to the 
machinery that the league proposes 
to furnish to settle the controversy 
likely to lead to war. 

“If any member refuses to use this 
machinery and attacks another mem- 
ber of the league in breach of his 
league obligations, all members of the 
league agree to defend the members 
attacked by force. + 

“We do not think the ultimate re- 
sort to force safely can be omitted 
from an effective league of peace. We 
sincerely hope that it may never be- 
come necessary and that the deterrent 
effect of its inevitable use in case of 
a breach of the league obligation will 
help materially to give sanction to the 
laws of the league and to render a 
resort to force avoidable. 

“Now what is the machinery, a re- 
sort to which we wish to force on in- 
tending belligerent of the league’? It 
consists of two tribunals, to one of 
which every issue must be submitted. 
Issues between nations are of two 
classes: . 

“First, issues that can be decided 
on principles of international law and 
equity called justiciable. « Second are 
those which cannot be decided upon 
principles of law and equity, but 
which might be quite as irritating 
and provocative of war, called non- 


fusticiable. 
“We propose that for justiciable 


lauestions we shall have an impartial 


court to. which all questions arising 
between members of the league shall 
be submitted. If the court finds the 
question justiciable, it shall decide 
it. If it does not, it shall refer to a 
commissjon of concillation to investi- 
gate, confer, hear argument and com- 
promise. 

“We do not propose to enforce com- 
pliance elther with the court's judg- 
ment or the conciliation commis- 
sion’s recommendation. We feel that 


we believe that the forced¢submission 
and the truce taken to investigate the 
judicial decision or the conciliatory 
comprom recommended will form 
a material inducement to peace. It 
will cool the heat of passion and will 
give the men of peace in each nation 
time to still the jingoes. The league 
of peace will fyrnish a great oppor- 
tunity for more definite formulation 
of the principles of international law. 
The arbitral court will amplify it and 
enrich it in their application of its 
general principles to particular cases. 
They will create a body of judge-made 
law of the highest value. Then*the 
existence of the league will lead to 
ever-recurring congresses of the 
league, which, acting in a quasi- 
legislative capacity, might widen the 
scope of international law in a way 
that a court would not feel able or

BREEDING OF PIGEONS. 
The ecademy alsc Th the 


June number of its Proceedings, some 
interesting results on the breeding of 
Pigeons. There has been a genera! be- 
lief among pigeon breeders that from 
the two eggs which are la for 
hatching, one male and one male 
afe produced—if not always, at any 
rate in mcet instances; that of this 
pair the male hatches from the egg 
which is laid first, and that for some 
reason in the adult pigeons there is 
an excess of male birds. Elaborate 
records kept for a period of séven 
years, first at the Rhode Island aeri- 
cultura] experiment station and later 
at the experiment station at Madi- 
son, Wis., and now printed in the 
academy Prceceedings by L. J. Cole 
and W. F. Kirkpatrick, settle a num- 
ber of questions connected with these’ 
beliefs of breeders. 

The observations show that there 
are hatched about 105 males to 100 
females, and that there is a higher 
mortality among the young adult fe- 
males than among the males. These 
facts justify the common belief that 
there is a considerable excess cf 
males in the adult population. It is 
found, however, that there ts no foun- 
dation for the belief that one male 
and one female are hatched in each 
brood; on the contrary, the number 
cf the broods in which -the two squabs 
are both male or both female ex- 
ceeds that in which the sexes are 
equally divided. Finally, there is no 
ground for the idea that the male is 
hatched from the first egg laid and 
the female from the second. 

Another announcement tells of the 
progress which investigators at the 
Rockefeller Institute for Medical Re- 
search in New York are making in 
the study of sugar in human blood 
and the function of the pancreas in 
eliminating it. 


In diabetes, the amount of dex- be 
.}troge (sugar) in the blood, is higher 
‘than normal, 


and, when it is suffi- 
ciently high, it escapes through the 
kidneys. Messrs. Kieiner and Meltzer 
of the Reckefeller Institute of Medi- 
cal Research announce that experi- 
ments on animals from which the 
pancreas has been removed show that 
the ability of the animal to get rid 
readily of surplus of sugar injected 
into. the veins is greatly impaired, and 
that their ability to get rid of the 
sugar can be temporarily restored by 
injecting a pancreatic emulsicn into 
the veins. The authors are still at 
work upon the problem, but appear 
satisfied that the internal secretions 
of the pancreas determine the ability 
of an anima) to regulate the sugar’ 
content of the blood. ;

Elder Statesmen Alone Pre- 
vent War with China. 


Have Great Respect for the 
of 


For this “Progressives” De- 
mand Their Disgrace. 


{A P. FOREIGN CORRESPONDENCE! 
TOKIO, May 18.—The status of the 
genro or elder statesmen in modern 
Japan has been brought into passion- 
ate discussion by the activity of the 
genro in the recent crisis between 
Japan and China. While accounts 
differ as to the way in which the 
genroginterfered at the last moment 
in the Chinese situation all agreed 
upon the point that it wag their con- 
servative influence which induced 
modifications in the demands upon 
China at a time when many people 
were looking for an ultimatum that 
would be accompanied by harsher 
instead of more moderate demands. 
With a tenacity, which is, perhaps, 
the greatest Japanese trait, the genro 
pluckily held to their viewpoint just 
as they did before the outbreak of 
the war between Japan and Germany 
when they questioned the wisdom of 
sending an ultimatum and of drag- 
ging Japan into a world-wide war. In 
the case of the German war they 
were over-ridden but in the case of 
China their wisdom and careful coun- 
sel carried the day. Now, a cry is 
coming up among 
people to do away with the genro on 
the ground that new Japan has out- 
grown their ministrations and that 
the Cabinet, constitutionally created 
and empowered, should be given full 
authority as against a body of genfo 
who have no constitutional standing. 
The men who curbed the Cabinet 
are, as their title implies, all elderly 
leadere. Only four in number, they 
make up in influence what they lack 
in number. First, there is Marshal 
Prince Aritomo Yamagata, the great 
authority on the army, and his old 
friend, Marquis Masayoshi Matsukata, 
the great Napoleon of Japanese 
finance. The others are Marshal 
Prince Twao Oyama, another great 
military who also holds the 
place of lord keeper of the privy seal, 
and Marquis Kaoru Inouye, another 
power in finance who is the father of 
Mr. K. Inouye, the Japanese Ambas- 
eador to Great Britain. 

FIRM FOR FRIENDSHIP. 


According to reliable accounts, the 
genro, seeking the higher and lasting 
interests of the Empire, advocated 
the broad idea that Japan should do 
nothing to lose the friendship of the 
friendly powers and that self-restraint 
inetead of unrestricted n 
should be the bagie policy towards 
China. They opposed the sending of 
an ultimatum and offered the sugges- 
tion that Baron Kato, the Foreign 
Minister, should go to Peking and ne- 
gotiate with President Yuan Shi-kal 
himeelf. The Cabinet pointed out the 
strength of public opinion in behalf 
of drastic action in China and re- 
ferred to the fact that it had already 
made big concessions in the original 
demands. In the discussion lasting 
several days the genro opposed the 
ultimatum and only consented there- 
to when the entire group of articles 
contained in section five of the orig- 
inal demands were abandoned. Their 
bellef was that owing to those condli- 
tions China would find no difficulty in 
accepting. They are reported as in- 
sisting that excessive demands by the 
Japanese at a time when Europe was 
at war would be interpreted by the 
world as taking advantage of that 
war. 
The Asahi quotes a genro as saying 
that if Japan Was suspected of tyran- 
nizing over the weak she would never 
be able to win the confidence of the 
people at home or of the nations 
abroad. Whatever may have gone on 
In secret in the conference between 
the Cabinet and the genro, harmony 
was reached at last and war was 
averted. 
Advocates of a more constitutional 
regime in Japan openly attack the 
genro. While admitting that their 
counsel may be wise they claim that 
their influence ta a atumbling block 
to constitutional progress. “The Min- 
isters are above the genro,.” sald the 
Asahi, “and the genro should not con- 
sider that they are sitting on the 
heads of the ministry. We will go a 
step further and advocate a complete 
abolition of the genro conference.” 
Opinion as to the genro is divided 
just as ile Opinion relative to the re- 
sult of the crisis. The press is happy 
at the avoidance of war but wishes 
that fewer concessions had ade. 
They voice the hope that th ain- 
ing questions which were not pressed 
for settlement may be taken up at 
some other time and Japan's influ- 
ence in China steadily developed until! 
it becomes the predominating influ- 
ence. However this may be, it is very 
clear that the influence of the genro 
ie as etrong as ever before and that 
whatever crisia may come in the fu- 
ture, their voice is certain to be heard.

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Motion to Set Aside Indictments 
‘Which was Denied is Nearly Dupli- 
categl in Instrument Purporting to 
Attack Integrity of Grand Jury

Attorneys for M. A. Schmidt and 
David Caplan, the two alleged dyna- 
mitess now in the County Jail charged 
with complicity tn the destruction of 


twenty lives, ye@terday filed a motion 
te renew a motion to set aside the 
indictment against the two men. 

@ papers were filed in Judge Wil- 
lis’s court by Charles H. Fairall and 
Fred H. Moore, attorneys for the de- 
fendants. The motion will be argued 
before Judge Willis on June 28. 

In the motion ft is set out that the 
grand jury which tndicted the dyna- 
miters learned that organized labor 
was behind the dynamiting of The 
Times, as well as behind the sayste- 
matic @ynamiting cf other institu- 
tions, and the’ resultant loss of many 
lives. Since thie theory has been up- 
held by Federal and State courts, the 
motion, In that respect, is sald to be 
founded upon substantial fact. 

The motion itself is a brief for or- 
ganized labor and sets forth that 
thcee who participated in the prose- 
cution of the McNamaras and the in- 
dictments of Schmidt and Caplan were 
inspired by malice and hatred and ili- 
will, and a prejudice that prevented 
them from acting impartially. . 

A former motion to set aside the 
indictment was filed March 16 and 
denied April 5. The present one is 


very similar. 

The motion filed yesterday, which 
is identical in the two cases of 
Schmidt and Caplan, is based upon 
“newly-disecovered” evidence of what | 
happened nearly five years age. It is 
charged that the grand jury was se- 
lected and returned in a manner con- 
trary to law; that the rors were 
prejudiced and biased aga the de- 
fendants; that the witnesses exam- 
ined and depositions read were not 
appended to the tndictment.

Harvey N. Shepard of the 
Massachusetts State Comnfission re- 
sponded on behalf of President 
Thomas F. Boyle of Boston, who was 


AS TO MORALITY. 
After numerous committee reports 


as well as reports of officers, several 


brief remarks. Dr. Henry Moskowitz, 


president of the New York City Com- 


mission and regarded as one of the 
men foremost in the civil service idea 
In this country, declared that men 
need much more than mere brilliancy 
of intellect. “They may have wonder- 
ful minds and at the same time loose 
morals,” he declared and announced 
that a new departure had been started 
by the New York Commission in 4n 
investigating committee of six mem- 
bers which looks only into the moral 
and social side of the character of 
men who are seeking positions. 

Dr. Moskowitz will later read a 
lengthy paper on the methods em- 
ployed in New York City and their 
effect on the other service reculations 
of the country. Robert Catherwood 
of Titinols, also scheduled for an ex- 
tended report today, declared that 
in Chicago the standard of civil ser- 
vice has been raised to a very high 
degree but that, despite this fact, dis- 
appointed politicians looking for 
spoils, endeavored to legislate against 
it. “Even our Public Utilitv and 
several other commissions of import- 
ance, come under civil serviée,” he 
stated. 

Guy Cochran of this city declared 
that much greater efficiency in civil 
service could have been attained here 
were it not for the financial hind- 
rance, the City Council failing in sym- 
pathy for the objects of the Commis- 
sion and not even providing a sum 
large enough at times to pay for 
necessary postage. He declared that 
there is still consolation to be found 
in the fact that while no favorable 
legislation toward civil service had 
been passed by the ‘Legislature, the 
unfavorable bills were also vetoed. 

E. A. Walcott, frequently termed 
“father of the civil service movement 
in California,” during the afternoon 
delivered a long historical paper on 
the viciasitudes of this work from its 
first proposal to the present time. 
After the adjournment, the visitors 
were taken by automobile to the home 
of Miss Mary Foy at San Rafael 
Heights and there given a real Calli- 
fornia reception among the trees and 
flowers, followed by a barbecued din- 
ner prepared by Chef Romero.

Protests in several unimportant

Several union sluggers and dynamiters 
were indicted in Néw York City and the 
unions raised a defense fund of $125,000 
for them. To this fund 60,000 garment 
workers paid a first assessment of 7 cents, 
and a ment of 40 cents each. 

In the gene trike of the garment work- 
ers three classes of pickets were employed. 
The first were the bona fide pickets seen by 
the general public walking about in front 
of the shops. The second body, according to 
the confession of Benny reported in the 
New York Square Deal, did special jobs, 
and in the formation of the third class 
union men were picked for their ferocious 
and mean dispositions and told off to do 
the actual slugging. They did everything, 
from simple beating to slicing off a man's 
ear or plucking out an eye. A simple way 
of ruining a non-unionist worker was to in- 
vite him to a headquarters, ask him to 
shake hands and when he stuck his hand 
out to break his thumb so he could never 
run a machine again. In one case a man 
was thrown from a second story window 
and injured so he is crippled for life.

THE PROPOSED LEAGUE OF 


PEACE. 


{CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES] 

BY WILLIAM DUDLEY FOULKE. 
Former United States Civil Service Commie 
sioner; President of the National 
Municipal League. 

HE anniversary of the battle of 
Bunker Hill—June 17—brings to In- 
dependence Hall, in Philadelphia, the 
birthplace of the union of the American 
States, a great conference which aims to 
establish a league of peace throughout the 
world. It may prove to be the third and 
the most important in a series of leagues, 


of which two have Already stamped their 
anpetete on the pages of history. 

ere are some remarkable analogies be- 
tween the league which now exists among 
the allies in the present European war and 
the league which existed between the Amer- 
ican colonies during the war of the Revolu- 
tion; and there are other points of similarity 
between the articles of confederation of 
our thirteen original States and. the pro- 
posed league of peace among the great pow- 
ers of the world advocated by ex-President 
Taft at the recent meeting of the world 
court conference at Cleveland. 

In the present alliance there are seven 
sovereign powers. Five of these—Engiland, 
France, Russia, Japan and Italy—are pow- 
ers of the first rank; Belgium and Servia are 


of lesser magnitude. No treaty of peace can 


be made with the enemy without the con- 
sent of all the five great powers involved. 
These powers form substantially a leegue— 


offensive and defensive—and, although they 


differ in population and resources, no one 
can say of any of them that it is supreme. 
When the time comes for making peace, 
every one of the five will have a substan- 
tial, if not an equal voice in determining 
the future of the eastern hemisphere. In 
this the allies differ from the opposing na- 
tions, in which the preponderance of Ger- 
many is so enormous that it alone will 
practically dictate what terms shall be im- 
posed or accepted. If Germany wins, Pu- 
rope will be subject to the hegemony of a 
single empire; if the allies win, it will be 
under the domination of a confederacy. 

Let us consider for a moment the de- 
velopment of our own republic from what 
was at first a mere alliance of thirteen 
colonies when Congress met fn May, 1775. 
Bancroft says of the representatives who 
composed it: “They formed no confed- 
eracy; they were not an executive govern- 
; they were not even a _ ilegisiative 
; they were committees from twelve 
colonies, deputed to consult on measures 
of conciliation; there was not a foot of 
land on which they had the right to ex- 
ecute their decisions.” 

Should the allies win in the present war 
the congress which shall meet to settle the 
final terms of peace, will have infinitely 
greater authority than had the Continental 
Congress. 

We have become so much accustomed to 
considering our Union as one great nation 
that we find it hard to realize that at that 
early day it was a mere alliance of sovereign 
and independent States bound together in 
a “league of friendship”; yet these are the 
exact words of the articles of confedera- 
tion: “Each State retains its sovereignty, 


freedom and independence. The said States 


hereby severally enter into a firm league of 
friendship with each other for their com- 
mon defense, the security of their liberties 
and their general welfare.” 

Now this is the kind of union which ex- 
iste between the allies today. 

The most suggestive analogy is that fur- 
nished in regard to the judicial settlements 
of disputes between one State and another. 
It ig true the manner of selection from the 
Hague pane! is somewhat different, and the 
submission is purely voluntary. In neither 
case, however, is there any sanction or 
method of enforcing the final decree. In 
the case of our confederation, Congress had 
no authority to enforce it nor is there any 
power to compel the performance of the 
decrees of the Hague tribunal. Yet in both 
cases there were single decisions which 
were acquiesced in. Thus when Cofnectt- 
cut claimed land within the charter bound- 
aries of Pennsylvania, five commissioners 
were appointed by Congress, who met at 
Trenton and decided that the land belonged 
to Pennsylvania. Congress affirmed the 
decision and Connecticut submitted “to 
the decree of a court established by the 
United States.” In a similar manner, de- 
crees of the Hague tribunal are acquiesced 
in by the nations submitting them. 

Are these resemblances not enough to 
justify the hope that from the Hague panel 
there may be developed a permanent inter- 
national court, just as our Supreme Court 
was developed from the crude institution 
established by the articles of confederation? 
And, even more than this, that at the same 
time a union of the powers, like our own 
Federal Union, may be developed from the 
present alliance out of the Congress which 
shall fix the terms of peace at the end of 
the present war?

Only One Canton Retains the San- 


guinary Punishment, but Makes 
Tittle Use of It. 

[Balttmore American:] A mur- 
derer had his head taken off in Lu- 
cerne lst week, but so many brave 
men were butchering each other in 
France and Galicia at the time that 
the event caused hardly a ripple. It 
served, however, to turn the conver- 
sation to the survival of this form of 
capital punishment in Switzerland, 
and gave grandpa an opportunity of 
telling over again the story of the 
last man beheaded in Berne. 

“The headsman was dressed in that 
Diack and red cloak that is now in 
the museum,” he said; “a long cloak, 
the right half red and the left biack. 
The sword he used hangs now above 
the cloak. It is sharp, but hollow, 
and half filled with quickstflver, 
which ran to the point as he swung it 
and caused it to cut clear through 
the neck at one blow. There was a 
great crowd assembled to see the exe- 
cution, and they shouted horrible in- 
sults to the criminal as he was 
brought out. 

“That was in 1864, and after that 
capital punishment was abolished in 
the Canton of Berne. Laicerne is the 
only canton that still has it, and 
makes very little use of the privilege.” 

A few days after grandpa’s reminis- 
censes a document came under my 
dated 1729, entitled “The 
Headsman's Salary.” It contained the 
market prices for all sorts of odd jobs 
in the torturing and beheading line, 
and came from the Italian canton of 
Tessin, a canton then governed like 
& province of Switzerland. 

A list of his duties, with the pay- 
ments, reads somewhat as follows: 
For tearing with red-hot tongs, 20 
lire ($4;) hangings, decapitating, ty- 
ing to pillar and strangling, burning 
and quartering, 17 lire 10 soldi apiece 
($3.60;) placing a head on top of the 
Salliows, 12 lire ($2.40;) cutting off a 
hand, 10 lire ($2;) torturing those of 
the evil eye, 7 lire ($1.40;) slitting 
tongues and cutting off ears or noses, 
5 lire ($1;:) for every turn of the 
wheel, 5 lire ($1:) for all branding, 
thumbecrews, etc., 1 lire & soldi (25 
cents;) for putting in irons, 1 lre 5 
soldi (26 cents;) for beating with 
rods, 2 lire 10 soldi (50 cents.) 

The document goes on to say that, 
On account of those of the evil eve 
reforming and many sinners escaping 
from their durance vile and fleeing 
over the border, the perquisites of the 
headsman dwindled so alarmingly that

REAPING WHAT WE'VE SOWN. 


Ex-President Taft Ascribes a Part 
of the Present Animosity to Cor- 
porations to the Muckrakers. 
{Topeka State Journal:] Former 
President Taft is scoring a lot of 
bullseyes these days in the addresses 
he ts delivering at functions of one 
sort and another in all parts of the 
country. And he has said nothing 
more pointed and forceful than were 
his observations at the recent gath- 
ering of the Knife and Fork Club of 
Kansas City, Mo., to the effect that 
present chief ailment of our body 
politic is due to the aftermath of the 
muckraking that has been such a fa- 
vorite sport in thig country for so 
long, but which is now fortunately 
on the ebb. But, as Mr. Taft says, 
you can't excite the people to a 
frenzy, as has been done by the politi- 
cal es and muckrakers, and 
expect it to stop at the line of mod- 
eration. Our ever-increasing taxes, he 
charges, are due to the rush that's 


been started in the direction of gov-| 5 


ernment ownership and operation, and 
he points out that these excesses 
frighten capital, the hub of industrial‘ 
progress and development. Further- 
more, he nails to the cross the pop- 
ular delusion that capital is com- 
prised of the possessions of the mil- 
lionaires, He rightfully asserts that it 
ie really the reservoirs of men of lit- 
tle means, the insurance companies 


and the savings banks, for instance. 
And as he says, the crusade against 
capital doesn’t injure the rich person- 
ally, it really injures those who are 
least able to bear it.

would be going to far. It has pointed 
out evils that needed correction, and 
many of them have already been as- 
suaged. But a large part of the muck- 
raking of recent years has 
vicious and violent and made out of 
whole cloth. 
pose whatever except to inflame the 
people into demanding changes, rée- 
gardiess of whether they might be 
changes for the worse or better. There 
would be little progress in any direc- 
tion were it not for criticism. But the 
only criticism worth while is that of 
constructive variety. Here's where 
most of the muckraking failed. It ti- 
raded against evils both real and 
imaginary, but suggested no reason- 
able formulas for their eradication. It 
lis necessary to lay a finger on a sore 
spot, but nothing comes of this unless 
the right kind of a cure is applied 
An incessant placing of a finger on a 
sore spot without application of a 
soothing salve tends merely to irritate 
the sore. It becomes a running sore, 
that only time and the most careful 
attention can heal. The best sign of 
the times, however, ig that the irre- 
sponsible muckraker and demagogue 
are not attracting the notice that they 
once did from so many of the people. 
and that there is a growing disposi- 
tion everywhere to give not only cap!- 
tal but everything else, including all 
sorts and conditions of humans, the 
square deal to which they’re entitled.
